\'e are making an appeal to 
cit. :ens ol the Town and dist- 
ritf to spend their money with 
thv business firms of Raymond 
wi. > by all rights have first 
cla m on the weidth of the dist 
rici. We owe it to them to trade 
at home. 

There is not a mail order firm 
in the Dominion that will pay a 
d liar of taxes into Raymond to 
help operate our schools, and 
the stores from nearby cities 
nr. in tin’ same category. We 
sh p with them, they enjoy it 
and so do we. but they take our 
dolars to pay the taxes of their 
city, and our merchants are rob 
bed ol that business and the 
problem of keeping their store 
o))fen becomes correspondingly 
harder. With a schoot problem, 
and a school p pulation such as 
we have in Raymond, this matt¬ 
er should be considered. 

Then too, here is a point we 
;h uld not overlook. A town is 
judged largely by its business 


establishments. Every question- 
aire received in Raymond will 
want to know the number and 
kind of stores, hanks, garages, 
machine shops, etc., etc., and 
every time we spend our dollars 
at home we are assisting in 
making room for more success¬ 
ful business. Whether we like 
it or not, we help to make or 
break the town and every busin 
ess house in it when we take 
our money away from home. 

And too, don't forget the 
many favors the home town 
merchant extends to local people 
in the matter of credit. Not 
for long, and not in large a- 
mounts possibly. Hut there are 
not very many families but at 
times during the year need a 
little “tick” to get by on for a 
few days or a couple of weeks 
until something can be market 
od and turned into cash. We 
never write the mail order house 
and ask for time on a grocery 
order or a bit of meat, and we 
don't ask the city store keeper 
to carry us for a few days. We 
always go to the home town 
merchant for this courtesy, and 
many of us thank him by gett¬ 
ing mad when he tries to coll¬ 
ect raid telling him to go to 
blazes for any more business. A 
fine Christian spirit. 

Think these things over folks 
when the spending bug bites 
you. Because of volume and pur¬ 
chasing power the city store 
may shade the price a bit on 
some things, hut very little if 
any on standard lines. Let us 
remember that we have schools 
to keep going, services in the 
Town to maintain and improve, 
streets to surface and many 
other things in the offing. Ev¬ 
ery dollar spent in Raymond 
eventually will assist in these 
things.

Maynard was being given his 
portfolio, and it became known 
later that Mr. Ros s had declared 
he could not remain in a govern¬ 
ment which accepted Mr. May¬ 
nard as a minister. The conver¬ 
sation in the cabinet chamber 
on one occasion when the issue 
was being argued—in Maynard’s 
absence—has yet to be disclosed 
publicly. 

Shortly after the resignation 
of Mr. Ross from the Cabinet 
came that of Provincial Treas¬ 
urer Charles Cockroft. The Soc¬ 
ial Creditinsurgency broke out a 
few weeks later but they took 
n 0 active part in it, but they 
subsequently refused to sign the 
“pledge of unity” and were read 
out of the Social Credit caucus. 
They continued to sit on the 
government side of the house, 
but consistently voted and spoke 
according to their own oplntins.
